And ſuch alſo do wit- 
neſs with the Servants of God in the days of old, 
That God, who made the World, and all Things 


therein, dwelleth not in Temples made with Hands, 


neither is he worſhipped with Mens Hands, Ad 17. 
This God is an unlimited Spirit, and therefore his 
Worſhip cannot be limited to any particular Houſe 
or Place. „ hp Temple was commanded. to be 
Builded at Feruſalem once, unto which all the Re- 
gions of the. Jews were to be gathered, and to 
worſhip ; yet. when Chriſt the Son of God came 
into the World, he propheſied the Deſtruction of 
it, and ſaid, Their H *%ſe ſhould be left unto them De- 
ſolate, Mat. 23. 38. And for this the Jews ſlew him. 
And he gathered great Multitudes, ſometimes up- 
the Mountains , ſometimes bj. the Seaſhore, and 
ometimes in Houſes ; And they that were his Mini- 
ſters, ſent forth and authorized by him, did not 
limit People unto ſuch and ſuch Temples, and Houſes, 
{et up in ſucb and ſuch Pariſhes, called Churebes; but 
taught People publickly, from Houſe to Houſe, tefti- 
fying to the Jews, and alſo to the Greeks, Repen- 
tance towards God, and Faith towards Feſus Chriſt, 
As 20. 20, 21. And' Chriſt ſaid, Where rw. er three 
are gathered together in my Name, there am I in the

in what Place People ſhould be gathered together; 


for as be was no Reſpecter of Perſons, ſo he was no 


Reſpecter of Places; and Paul Dwelt two whole years 


in bis own bired Houſe, and received all that came 
unto bim, Preaching the Kingdom of God, and teaching 
thoſe things which concern the Lord Feſas Cbriſt, with all 
confidence, no man ferbidding bim, Acts 28. 30, 31. 
Here was Preaching the Kingdom of God is 4 
Houſe, and a N in 4 Houſe, and not forbidden, 
as it is in theſe our days; neither was he perſecu- 
ted for Preaching in bis own bired Houſe : And the 
fame Apoſtle did greet the Church that was in 
Aquilla and Priſcilla's Houſe, Rom. 16. 5. And Paul 
again writing to the Corinthians, ſaid, that the Church 
in Aquilla s Houſe did ſalute them, 1 Cor. 16. 19, 
Now here was gathering in Hauſes in the Primi- 
tive Times, as we may read of, which was approved 
of God, and of his Miniſters, der the Goſpel, 
and were not haled out of their Houſes by any, 
| EE by Saul and the like, who made havock of 
the Church, entring into every Houſe, and haling 
Men and Women, and Com]: itted them to Priſon, 
as we may read in A#. 8. . Here are many Sauls 

in theſe. our days abroad in the World, Who go 
under a better Name, and would be counted Chri- 
ſtians, but are i tn the ſame Steps that Saul 
the Perſecuror of the Saints did, entring into Mens 
Houſes, and haling Men and Women, and com- 
mitting them to Priſon for Meeting together, in 
their own Houſes, peaceably to worſhip the Lord, 
in Spirit and Truth; and would have them to pro- 
on to do ſo no more; which I do not read that 
Sau did do; 80 yon manifeſt your ſelves to be 
worſe chan him; And in the days of the Prophet 
Malachi, They that feared the Lord met often together, 
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aud ſpake one to another; and the Lord ſaid; They 
(ould be bis, in the day thos be made up by Fewels; 
and Paul Preached unto the People till Midnight, 
in an upper Chamber, where they were gathered to- 
4 1 At 2.0. 7, 8. And we do not read that 
the Magiſtrates ſent Conſt able to break up their 
Meeting, neither did they limit them to  Parochis/ 
.Church, as it is now called; and Paul writing to the 
Coloſſians, ſaluted the Brethren which were at Las- 
dices, and Nywphar, and the Church, which auerę in 
bis Hoyſe, Col. 4. 15. 
Now none of theſe Aſſemblies were forbidden, 
neither broken up by rude Men, as many Chriſtian 
Aſſemblies are now, who Meet together for no o- 
ther end, but to Worſhip God in Spirit and Truth, 
according to the Scriptures. of Truth; and Paul 
writing to Timothy, ſaid, He, willed that | Men pr 
every where, lifting up Holy Hands, without Wrath and 
Doubting , 1 Ting. 2. 8. He did not limit Men to 
ſuch — ſuch Places to Pray in, as this Generation 
of Men do; and Daniel kneeled down upon his 
Knees three times a Day in his Hauſe, and Prayed, 
and gave Thanks before his God, as he did afore- 
time, though the King had Signed « Writing, and 
4 Decree to the Contrary, Dan. 6. 9, 19, 1x. For 
which, he was caſt into the Den of Lions, Dan. 6.16. 
Now he could not be ſubjeR to the King, nor his 
Lords, in denz to pray in his own Houſe, 
though he could ſuffer what Penalty they inflicted 
upon him; yet God delivered him out of the Lions 
Mouths, Dan. 6. 22 1 wart: oh. 
And the Magiſtrates commanded the Apoſtles, 
Not to ſpeak at all, nor teach in the Name of Feſus:
